namese sources said today. 


"We have gone into Cambodia 


many times," said one source. 


"We expect to continue. We 


are paying more attention to the 
western side of South Vietnam. 
We are reinforcing it with more 
artillery. There are more air 
strikes along the border. We are 
reinforcing our outposts " 


The buildup is heaviest in 


South Vietnam's 3rd Corps 


Red Bluff 


Tactical Zone, an area of 10,000 
square miles sharing 231 miles 
of border with Cambodia. The 
border area runs in an arc from 
35 miles west of Saigon to 100 
miles northeast of the capital. 


The sources estimate 40,000 to 


50,000 North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong troops are in eastern 
Cambodia One source said 
Cambodian troops had with- 


drawn from all their outposts 
along the border because they 
were "afraid of the Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese " 


This source said there is no 


official agreement between 
South Vietnamese and Cam- 
bodian authorities for South 
Vietnamese forces to cross into 
Cambodia. 


"The Cambodians don't ap- 


prove officially," he said "They 
just don't care They are inert 
We just inform them we're going 
in on 'hot pursuit' and go."

Cancer Society lists Laetrile 
among "unproven" drugs and 
says its studies find no objective 
evidence of benefit from it 


Under federal law, the FDA 


has banned sale and use of 
Laetrile because it has not gone 
through the process of legal and 
orderly testing to show that it is 
effective and safe, an FDA 
spokesman said. 


The drug is being made 


legally available only for the 
clinical studies, not for general 
use among any cancer patients.

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Twin Dangers Confront Us 


Twin dangers confront us regarding our use of the world and its 


resources. On the one hand, we run the risk of polluting our air and 
water to a perilous degree, of permitting our soil to be eroded of 
wasting irreplaceable resources, and of defacing the land beyond 
restoration to its original beauty. On the other, we run the risk of 
becoming so concerned with dangers to our environment that we 
deprive ourselves of some of the earth's bounty needlessly. 


A case in point is use of our forests and forest lands. That is a 


matter of utmost concern here in Tehama County, where logging 
and wood products manufacturing is our principal industry outside 
of farming and stock raising. Concerned with denuded hillsides anri 
ruined streams, there are people who cry out any time they hear 
the chain saws in a stand of timber. There is reason for their ap- 
prehension. In times past, loggers have cut through great forests 
and left a desolate waste behind. They have torn out the young 
growth, clogged the streams, and left steep hillsides open to erosion 
— and the image still lingers. 


There's undoubtedly laxness in places yet, but for the most part 


the bad old days are gone. Responsible local timber companies 
have shown that forest lands can be harvested of mature trees, 
young growth can be left to grow for another 30 or 50 years, and 
streams protected. That is a kind of logging that we should not only 
permit, but should encourage. 


It is right that some wilderness areas should be left in their 


natural state. But to go to the extreme that every stand of beautiful 
timber should be left untouched until it decays is pure nonsense. To 
the nation and the world it would mean doing without an extremely 
useful product, and to Tehama County it would mean both doing 
without wood and wood products and without an important source 
of income. Obviously, the multiple use concept advocated by both 
the timber companies and the U. S. Forest Service is in the best 
interest of all of us. Wisely managed, the forests will provide a 
sustained yield, and at the same time will provide recreation and 
will protect the headwaters of our streams. 


The entire question of the environment so much in people's 


thoughts these days calls for straight thinking, and drastic 
measures where necessary. If there is good reason to believe — as 
there seems to be — that DDT, for instance, should be barred 
immediately, it should be barred. The fact that barring it might 
severely curtail some crops will have to be met with a crash 
program for other sources of food. If we believe the warnings of 
scientists who say continued use will make the oceans lifeless in 
another decade or two, we would be idiots to procrastinate. 


It would be most unwise, too, to permit the old wasteful, 


ruinous type of logging to continue in our forests. But there is no 
sense in not making the fullest use of them.

NEW YORK (AP) - As the 


nation's water supplies become 
contaminated, more and more 
Americans are pouring their 
drinking water from bottles 
rather than drawing it from 
taps. 


At least 700 companies are 


now in the business, The 
American 
Bottle 
Water 


Association estimates, and their 
sales this year are expected to 
exceed $75 million. That will 
mean a $25 million increase in 
just three years. 


Pollution isn't providing the 


only pressure beneath the sales 
geyser. Water shortages, af- 
fluence 
and 
more dis- 


criminating 
tastes 
are 


contributing. And new uses are 
being found all the time. 


Understandably, millions of 


gallons of bottled water have 
been used to standardize the 
taste of liquors, beverages and 
other products, and dietetic 
considerations have dictated its 
use in other preparations. 


Some of the newer uses 


weren't foreseen just a decade 
ago. 
Jet 
aircraft 
fuel 
is 


sometimes mixed with bottled 
water to keep engines cool 
during takeoffs; and it is a final 
rinse in the plating of space 
vehicle skins. 


Almost every sales forecast 


calls for continued increases in 
the business for years to come, a 
fact not lost on some of the 
major 
food 
and 
beverage 


companies which have been 
buying heavily into the industry. 


The 
industry 
originally 


consisted of spring water 
companies, but now many 
bottlers begin with ordinary tap 
water, distill or demineralize it, 
and 
then reconstitute the 


product, perhaps with a bit of 
real spring water in order to 
give life to the taste. 


Few spring water companies 


distribute over large areas. 
Many are still very small 
operations, in part because of 
the limited volume of their 
source. Only one company. 
Mountain Valley Water Co., Hot 
Springs, 
Ark., 
claims 
to 


distribute nationally from one 
source. 


Its president, John Scott, 


claims that while some springs 
change temperature every day, 
the temperature and flow of his 
spring has not varied in a 
century. 


Mountain Valley, it is said, 


was "discovered" by Hernando 
DeSoto in 1541, but presumably 
Indians had been drinking the 
water for many years before, for 
almost all civilizations have 
been attracted to springs. 


Turn In Environmental Pollution 


Signs are becoming 
more 


numerous that the war on en- 
vironmental 
pollution 
is 


reaching a turning point. The 
turn occurred 
in a com- 


paratively few weeks and, as 
has now become evident, was 
precipitated by the President of 
the United States — first in a 
State of the Union Message, and 
secondly in a special message to 
Congres§ in which, as Time 
m a g a z i n e 
c o m m e n t s , 


"President Nixon began to 
battle in earnest for protection 
of the U. S. environment." 


The special message con- 


tained 14 executive orders and 
23 requests for legislative acts. 
Recognizing that pollution is "no 
respecter of political boun- 
daries," the President proposed 
nationwide federal 
standards 


for air and water purity. He 
recommended a speedup in 
federal legal procedures to 
penalize 
industrial 
and 


municipal polluters. Fines could 
run as high as $10,000 a day. 
Heretofore, much of the debate 
over 
environmental 
im- 


provements has, at best, been 
unrealistic and often no more 
than an exercise in futile ob- 
structionism. And many articles 
on the subject have been more 
adversary in nature than con- 
structive, ignoring the fact that 
people are the basis of all 
pollution. They 
damn the in- 


dustries that have come into 
being to meet the rising demand 
of rising numbers of people. 


John Davenport, writing in 


Fortune magazine, makes a 


substantial contribution to a 
better understanding of en- 
vironmental problems and what 
industry and government are 
doing to solve them. Daven- 
port's article, entitled "Industry 
Starts The Big Cleanup," is 
illustrated by a series of pic- 
tures that are a welcome relief 
from 
the 
usual 
run 
of 


photographs that accompany 
such articles and show only the 
accumulative desolation and 
ru'n of junkyards, garbage 
dumps, smogged skies and 
fouled rivers. Leaving the 
nihilistic hopelessness of this 
kind 
of reporting behind. 


Davenport presents a story of 
hope instead of destruction. The 
pictures show a growing science 
of environmental improvement 
at work. 


Discussed 
in a 
sensible 


manner are the hard economic 
problems 
that 
individual 


companies must face in the 
spending of hundreds of millions 
of dollars for installation of 
pollution abatement equipment 
and frequently for the con- 
struction of entire new plants 
where old ones cannot be 
revamped to meet present-day 
environmental standards. The 
reader is taken to different 
areas of the country and shown 
how different industries — 
paper mills of the Northwest, 
steel mills of the Middlewest, 
refineries and chemical plants 
of the East — are meeting the 
problem in their respective 
areas.

Letter To The Editor 


To the Editor: 


In a Fourth of July speech in 


Concord, Massachusetts in 1806, 
Daniel Webster said, "When we 
speak of preserving the Con- 
stitution, we mean not the paper 
on which it is written, but the 
spirit which dwells in it." 


The Tenth Amendment was 


included in the Bill of Rights to 
make it clear that the federal 
government 
should 
never 


acquire the power to control all 
aspects of human life. 


Federal 
aid 
has 
been 


described as one of the most 
important 
techniques 
of 


government to be devised in this 
century. Of course, federal 
money means federal control. A 
prime example is the way the 
federal government has literally 
taken over agriculture. Far- 
mers are told how much they 
may plant and even what price 
they will be paid for their crops. 
They were trapped by the lure of 
federal aid and now the same 
bait is being offered state and 
local law enforcement agencies. 


Now that the growing crime 


rate has aroused the public, 
federal money for police (for 
equipment, for training, and 
"consolidation") has been 
provided by the passage of the 
Omnibus Crime and Safe Streets 
Act of 1968. Millions of federal 
dollars became available to the 


states for crime control. This aid 
is tied to the requirement that it 
may be granted only to a newly 
formed, approved, "regional 
body". 


All over the U.S. there is a 


sustained effort to redraw the 
political map of this nation. 
Counties and municipalities are 
to be phased out and replaced by 
regional governmental 
units. 


This is one more step away from 
local control, transferring local 
authority in one field 
after 


another 
to 
larger 
units 


responsible to the higher levels 
of government, not the citizens. 
Counting on the appeal of 
federal money to wear down any 
opposition, 
this 
program 


amounts to the buying and 
selling of the independence of 
our local law enforcement 
agencies. 


If history is any guide, 


tyranny is inevitable if control of 
the police has been nationally 
centralized. At stake is freedom 
itself. There should be no price 
on it. It is past time for 
Americans to let the federal 
government know that they 
cannot be bribed to relinquish 
local control. 


Let us all continue to support 


our local authorities and keep 
them independent.

Rock 'N Religion

NEW YORK (AP) — Hey, 


man, 
it's a mixed up thing now 


— rock 'n' roll 'n' religion. 


The rock thumpings always 


have carried a hint of the gospel 
beat, but now it's coming on loud 
and strong, breaking out in the 
lyrics. 


It's usually not in traditionally 


pious terminology, and some of 
it 
may 
not make 
much 


theological 
sense, 
but 
it 


nevertheless 
registers 
a 


religious inclination. 


Variety, the show-business 


publication says pop music is 
"returning to one of its earliest 
roots, the gospel-spiritual in- 
fluence." 


Current albums and turntable 


shows for the young reverberate 
with the "soul" sounds by 
various rock and folk groups and 
individual balladeers. 


Some of the titles include: 


"Jesus is Just All Right," sung 
by the Byrds; "I Guess the Lord 
Must Be in New York City," 
sung 
by 
Harry 
Nilsson; 


"Superstar," a number about 
Jesus sung by Murray Head and 
a backup group; "Ressurec- 
tion," by a group called Aum 
and which starts out, "God is 
Back in Town." 


A 
trade 
magazine, 
En- 


tertainment World, predicts the 
religious themes are likely to 
become more prominent. Noting 
that "rock 'n' roll has a solid 
foundation in gospel music" in 
rudimentary 
origins, 
the 


magazine adds: 


"Since this is a period when 


rock musicians are exploring 
their musical roots, it is not 
surprising that religion is fin- 
ding its way into their music." 


However, the magazine says 


the trend has encountered some 


resistance among radio and 
television broadcasters, who 
occasionally have shunned using 
some of the discs for fear they 
might offend conventional piety. 


Some of the songs convey a 


keen element of doubt 
and 


questioning — which actually is 
a classically authentic note in 
religious searching. 


For instance, "Superstar" 


includes lines such as "Every 
time I look at you I don't un- 
derstand . . . Jesus Christ, 
Jesus Christ, Who are you? 
. . . Jesus Christ, Superstar, Do 
you think you're what they say 
you are?" 


Numerous other hits lately 


have had a religious questing 
ingredient in them, as well as 
sheer fervor, including "Oh 
Happy Day," started by a 
California Pentecostal group. 


The song, "Mrs. Robinson," 


has a line in it, "Jesus loves you 
more than you will know," and 
Frankie Laine's recent anti- 
swearing record, "Dammit Isn't 
God's Last Name," came as a 
follow up to his widely used plea 
to the Lord, "You Gave Me a 
Mountain." 


The Rev. John Sheerin, editor 


of the Catholic World, com- 
menting on the religious notes in 
pop songs, says its okay for the 
beat and the mood but it gives 
only a "misty shadowy picture 
of 
Jesus 
that 
has 
scant 


resemblance to the Jesus of 
history and Christian belief." 


It's in line with the interested 


in Eastern mysticism current in 
youth circles today, he says, 
with its appeal mainly in the 
chants and rhythms rather than 
the meanings. It offers a 
"purely romanticized image" of 
Jesus, he adds, but fails to "face 
up to 'the fact of Jesus" — which 
is essential to genuine faith.

Twin Dangers C onfront Us 


Twin dangers confront us regarding our use of the world and its 
resources. On the one hand, we run the risk of polluting our air and 
w ater to a perilous degree, of permitting our soil to be eroded of 
wasting irreplaceable resources, and of defacing the land beyond 
restoration to its original beauty. On the other, we run the risk of 
becoming so concerned with dangers to our environment that we 
deprive ourselves of some of Lhe earth’s bounty needlessly. 


A case in point is use of our forests and forest lands. That is a 
m atter of utmost concern here in Tehama County, where logging 
and wood products m anufacturing is our principal industry outside 
of farm ing and stock raising. Concerned with denuded hillsides and 
ruined stream s, there are people who cry out any time they hear 
the chain saws in a stand of timber There is reason for their ap­ 
prehension. In times past, loggers have cut through great forests 
and left a desolate waste behind. They have torn out the young 
growth, clogged the stream s, and left steep hillsides open to erosion 
— and the image still lingers. 


There’s undoubtedly laxness in places yet, but for the most part 
the bad old days are gone. Responsible local timber companies 
have shown that forest lands can be harvested of m ature trees, 
young growth can be left to grow for another 30 or 50 years, and 
stream s protected. That is a kind of logging that we should not only 
perm it, but should encourage. 


It is right that some wilderness areas should be left in their 
natural state But to go to the extrem e that every stand of beautiful 
tim ber should be left untouched until it decays is pure nonsense. To 
the nation and the world it would mean doing without an extremely 
useful product, and to Teham a County it would mean both doing 
without wood and wood products and without an important source 
of income. Obviously, the multiple use concept advocated by both 
the timber companies and the U. S. Forest Service is in the best 
interest of all of us. Wisely managed, the forests will provide a 
sustained yield, and at the same time will provide recreation and 
will protect the headwaters of our stream s. 


The entire question of the environment so much in people’s 
thoughts these days calls for straight thinking, and drastic 
m easures where necessary. If there is good reason to believe — as 
there seems to be — that DDT, for instance, should be barred 
immediately, it should be barred. The fact that barring it might 
severely curtail some crops will have to be met with a crash 
program for other sources of food. If we believe the warnings of 
scientists who say continued use will make the oceans lifeless in 
another decade or two, we would be idiots to procrastinate. 


It would be most unwise, too. to permit the old wasteful, 
ruinous type of logging to continue in our forests. But there is no 
sense in not making the fullest use of them.

Pollution isn’t providing the 
only pressure beneath the sales 
geyser. Water shortages, af­

crim inating 
tastes 
are 
contributing And new uses are 
being found all the time. 
Understandably, millions of 
gallons of bottled water have 
been used to standardize the 
taste of liquors, beverages and 
other products, and 
dietetic 
considerations have dictated its 
use in other preparations. 
Some of the new er uses 
weren’t foreseen just a decade 
ago. 
Je t 
a irc ra ft 
fuel 
is 
sometimes mixed with bottled 
water to keep engines cool 
during takeoffs; and it is a final 
rinse in the plating of space 
vehicle skins. 


Almost every sales forecast 
calls for continued increases in 
the business for years to come, a 
fact not lost on some of the 
m ajor 
food 
and 
b ev e rag e 
companies which have 
been 
buying heavily into the industry. 
The 
industry 
originally 
consisted 
of 
spring 
w ater 
com panies, but now 
many 
bottlers begin with ordinary tap 
water, distill or demineralize it, 
and 
then 
reconstitute 
the 
product, perhaps with a bit of 
real spring water in order to 
give life to the taste. 
Few spring water companies 
distribute 
over 
large 
areas. 
Many a re still very sm all 
operations, in part because of 
the limited volume of their 
source. Only one com pany, 
Mountain Valley Water Co., Hot 
Springs, 
Ark., 
claim s 
to 
distribute nationally from one 
source 
Its president, John Scott, 
claims that while some springs 
change tem perature every day, 
the tem perature and flow of his 
spring has not varied in a 
century. 
Mountain Valley, it is said, 
was “ discovered” by Hernando 
DeSoto in 1541, but presumably 
Indians had been drinking the 
water for many years before, for 
almost all civilizations have 
been attracted to springs.

Turn In Environmental Pollution 


Signs are 
becoming 
more 
numerous that the war on en­ 
vironm ental 
pollution 
is 
reaching a turning point. The 
turn 
occurred 
in 
a 
com ­ 
paratively few weeks and, as 
has now become evident, was 
precipitated by the President of 
the United States — first in a 
State of the Union Message, and 
secondly in a special message to 
Congresfe in which, as Time 
m a g a z i n e 
c o m m e n t s , 
“ P resid en t Nixon began to 
battle in earnest for protection 
of the U. S. environment.” 
The special 
message con­ 
tained 14 executive orders and 
23 requests for legislative acts. 
Recognizing that pollution is “no 
resp ecter of political boun­ 
daries,” the President proposed 
nationwide federal 
standards 
for air and water purity. He 
recommended 
a 
speedup 
in 
federal legal procedures to 
penalize 
industrial 
and 
municipal polluters. Fines could 
run as high as $10,000 a day. 
Heretofore, much of the debate 
over 
environm ental 
im ­ 
provements has, at best, been 
unrealistic and often no more 
than an exercise in futile ob­ 
structionism. And many articles 
on the subject have been more 
adversary in nature than con­ 
structive, ignoring the fact that 
people are the basis of all 
pollution. They 
damn the in­ 
dustries that have come into 
being to meet the rising demand 
of rising numbers of people. 
John Davenport, writing in 
Fortune magazine, 
makes a 


substantial contribution to a 
better understanding of en­ 
vironmental problems and what 
industry and government are 
doing to solve them. Daven­ 
port’s article, entitled “Industry 
Starts The Big Cleanup,” is 
illustrated by a series of pic­ 
tures that are a welcome relief 
from 
the 
usual 
run 
of 
photographs that 
accompany 
such articles and show only the 
accum ulative desolation and 
ruin of junkyards, garbage 
dum ps, sm ogged skies and 
fouled rivers. Leaving the 
nihilistic hopelessness of this 
kind 
of 
reporting 
behind, 
Davenport presents a story of 
hope instead of destruction The 
pictures show a growing science 
of environmental improvement 
at work. 


D iscussed 
in 
a 
sensible 
manner are the hard economic 
problem s 
that 
individual 
companies must face in the 
spending of hundreds of millions 
of dollars for installation of 
pollution abatement equipment 
and frequently for the con­ 
struction of entire new plants 
w here old ones cannot be 
revamped to meet present-day 
environmental standards. The 
reader is taken to different 
areas of the country and shown 
how different industries — 
paper mills of the Northwest, 
steel mills of the Middlewest, 
refineries and chemical plants 
of the E ast — are meeting the 
problem in their respective 
areas.

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Twin Dangers Confront Us 


Twin danger* confront us regarding our une of the world and its 
resources On, 'the one hand, we run the risk of polluting our air and 
water to a perilous degree, of permitting our soil to be eroded of 
wasting irreplaceable resources, and of defacing the land beyond 
restoration to its original beauty. On the other, we run the risk of 
becoming so concerned with danger* to our environment that we 
deprive ourselves of some of the earth’s bounty needlessly 


A case in point is use of our forests and forest lands That is a 
matter of utmost concern here in Tehama County, where logging 
.and wood products manufacturing is our principal* industry outside 
of farming and stock raising Concerned with denuded hillsides and 
ruined streams, there are' people who cry out any time they hear 
the chain saws in a stand of timber There is reason for their ap­ 
prehension,, In times, past, loggers have cut through great forests 
and left a desolate waste behind They have tom out the young 
growth, clogged the streams, and left steep hillsides open to erosion 
— and the image still lingers. 


There’s undoubtedly laxness in places yet, but for 'the most part 
the bad old days are gone Responsible local timber companies 
have shown that forest lands, can be harvested of mature trees., 
young growth can be left to grow for another 30 or 50 years, and 
streams protected That, is a. kind of logging that we should not only 
permit, but should encourage. 


It is right that some wilderness areas should be left in their 
natural state But to go to the extreme that every stand of beautif ul 
timber should be left untouched until it decays is pure nonsense To 
the nation and the world it would mean doing without an extremely 
useful product, and to Tehama County it would mean both doing 
without wood and wood products and without an important source 
of income Obviously, the multiple use concept, advocated by boto 
the timber companies and the U. S. Forest Service is in the best 
interest of all of us. Wisely managed, 'the forests, will provide a 
sustained yield, and at the same time will provide recreation and 
■will, protect, the headwaters of our streams. 


The entire question of the environment so much in people’s 
thoughts these days calls for straight thinking, and drastic 
measures where necessary If there is good reason to believe — as 
there seems to be — that DDT, for instance, should be barred 
immediately, it should be barred The fact that barring it might 
'severely curtail some crops will have to be' met with, a crash 
program for other sources of food. If we believe the warnings of 
scientists who say continued use will make the oceans lifeless in 
another decade or two, we would be idiots to procrastinate. 


It would be most unwise, too, to permit the old wasteful, 
ruinous type of logging to continue in our forests, But there is no 
sense in not making the fullest use of them

Signs are becoming more 
numerous that toe war on en­ 
vironmental 
pollution 
is 
reaching a turning point The 
turn 
occurred, in a 
com­ 
paratively few weeks and, as 
has now become evident, was 
precipitated by the President of 
the United States — first in a 
State of the Union Message, and 
secondly in a special message to 
Congresfc in which, as Time 
m a g a z i n e 
c o m m e n t s , 
'“President. Nixon began to 
battle in earnest for protection 
of the U, S environment.” 
The special message con­ 
tained 14 executive orders and 
23 requests for legislative acts 
Recognizing that pollution is “no 
respecter of political boun­ 
daries,” the President proposed 
nationwide federal standards 
for air and water purity. He 
recommended a. speedup in 
federal legal procedures to 
pena lize 
i ndus tr ial 
a. nd, 
municipal polluters. Fines could 
run as high as $10,000 a day. 
Heretofore, much of the debate 
over 
environmental 
im­ 
provements has, at best, been 
unrealistic and often no more 
'than an exercise in futile ob­ 
structionism And many articles 
on toe subject have been more 
adversary in nature than con­ 
structive, ignoring toe fact 'that 
people are the basis of all 
pollution, They 
damn the in­ 
dustries that have come into 
being to meet the rising demand 
of rising numbers of people. 
John Davenport, writing in 
Fortune magazine, makes a 


substantial contribution to a. 
better understanding of en­ 
vironmental. problems and what 
industry and government are 
doing to solve them 
Daven­ 
port’s article, entitled ’industry 
Starts The Big Cleanup," is 
illustrated by a series of pic­ 
tures that are a welcome relief 
from 
the 
usual 
rue 
of 
photographs that accompany 
such articles, and show only the 
accumulative desolation and 
ruin of junkyards, garbage 
dumps, smogged skies and 
fouled rivers. Leaving the 
nihilistic hopelessness of this 
kind of 
reporting 
behind, 
Davenport presents a story of 
hope instead of destruction. The 
pictures show a growing science 
of environmental improvement 
at work. 


Discussed in a 
sensible 
manner are the hard economic 
problems 
that 
individual 
companies must face in the 
spending of hundreds of millions 
of dollars for installation of 
pollution abatement equipment 
and frequently for the con­ 
struction of entire new plants 
where old ones cannot be 
revamped to meet present-day 
environmental standards. The 
reader is taken to different 
areas of the country' and shown 
how different industries — 
paper mills of the Northwest, 
steel mills of the Middlewest, 
refineries and chemical plants 
of the East — are meeting the 
problem in their respective 
areas.

In a Fourth of July speech in 
Concord, Massachusetts in 1806, 
Daniel Webster said, “When we 
speak of presen t ng the Con­ 
stitution, we mea i not the paper 
on which it is written, but the 
spirit which dwells in it.” 
The Tenth Amendment was 
included in the Bill of Rights to 
make it clear that toe' federal 
government 
should

acquire the power to control all 
aspects of humar life.

century. Of course, federal 
money means federal control. A 
prime example is the way the 
federal government has literally 
taken over agriculture. Far­ 
mers are told how much they

'they will be paid for 'their crops. 
They were trapped by the lure of 
federal aid and now toe same 
bait is being offered state and 
local law enforcement agencies,.

Counties and municipalities are 
to be phased out and replaced by 
regional governmental units 
This is one more step away from 
local control, transferring local 
authority in one field after 
another 
to 
larger 
units 
responsible to the higher levels 
of government, not the citizens,. 
Counting on the appeal of 
federal money to wear down any 
opposition, 
this 
program 
amounts to the buying and 
selling of the independence of 
our local law enforcement 
agencies. 
If history is any guide, 
'tyranny is inevitable if control, of 
the police has been nationally 
centralized At stake is freedom 
itself There should be no price 
on it. It is past time for 
Americans to let the federal 
government know that they 
cannot be bribed to relinquish 
local control. 
Let us all continue to support 
our local authorities and keep 
them, independent...

By GEORGE W CORNELL 
AP Religion Writer 
NEW YORK (AP) — Hey, 
man, it’s a mixed up thing now 
— rock ‘n’ roll ‘n’ religion. 
The rock thumpings always 
have carried a hint of the gospel 
beat, but now it’s coming on loud 
and strong breaking out in the 
lyrics. 
It’s usually not in traditionally 
pious terminology, and some of 
it 
may 
not 
make 
much 
theological 
sense, 
but 
it 
nevertheless 
registers 
a 
religious inclination. 
Variety, the show-business 
publication says pop music is 
“returning to one of its earliest 
roots, the gospel-spiritual in­ 
fluence.” 
Current albums and turntable 
shows for the young reverberate 
with the “soul" sounds by 
various rock and folk groups and 
individual balladeers. 
Some of the titles include: 
“Jesus is Just All Right.,” sung 
by the Byrds; “I Guess the Lord 
Must Be in New York City,” 
sung 
by 
Harry 
Nilsson; 
“Superstar,” a number about 
Jesus sung by Murray Head and 
a backup group; “Ressurec- 
tion,” by a group called Aum 
and which starts out, “God is 
Back in Town.” 
A 
trade 
magazine, 
En­ 
tertainment. World, predicts' the 
religious themes are likely to 
become more prominent. Noting 
that “rock ‘n’ roll has a solid 
foundation in gospel music” in 
rudimentary 
origins, 
the 
magazine adds: 
"Since 'this is a period when 
rock musicians are exploring 
their musical roots, it is not 
surprising that religion is fin­ 
ding its. way into their music.” 
However, the magazine says 
the trend .has encountered some 


resistance among radio and 
television broadcasters, who 
occasionally have shunned using 
some of the 'discs for fear 'they 
might offend conventional piety. 
Some of 'the songs convey a 
keen element of doubt and 
questioning — which actually is 
a classically authentic note in 
religious searching. 
For instance, “ Superstar’’ 
includes lines such as “Every 
'time I look at you I don’t un­ 
derstand . . . Jesus Christ, 
Jesus Christ, Who are you? 
. . . Jesus Christ, Superstar, Do 
you think, you’re what they say 
you are?” 
Numerous other hits lately 
have had a religious questing 
ingredient in them, as well as 
sheer fervor, including “Oh 
Happy Day,” started by a 
California Pentecostal group. 
The song, “Mrs. Robinson,” 
has a line in it, “Jesus loves you 
more than you will know,” and 
Frankie Lame’s recent anti- 
swearing record, “Dammit Isn’t 
God’s .Last Name,” came as a 
follow up to his widely used plea 
to the Lord, “You Gave Me a 
Mountain.” 
The Rev. John Sheerin, editor 
of the Catholic World, com­ 
menting on the religious notes in 
pop songs, says its. okay for the 
beat and the mood but it gives 
'Only a. “misty shadowy picture 
of 
Jesus 
that 
has 
scant 
resemblance to the Jesus of 
history and Christian belief.” 
It’s in line with the interested 
in Eastern mysticism current in 
youth circles today, he says, 
with its appeal mainly in the 
chants and rhythms rather than 
the meanings. It offers a 
“purely romanticized image” of 
Jesus, he adds., but fails, to “face' 
up to ‘the fact of Jesus’’ — which 
is essential to genuine faith.

I heard a mention on the radio this week about an interesting 


organization that has been set up in Sydney, Australia. It's called 
"Athletes Anonymous" and is modeled somewhat on the group 
designed to rescue alcoholics from perdition 


"Athletes Anonymous" attempts to save ex-athletes from 


falling into the abyss of past glories, illusions, delusions of 
remembered immortality, thrilling 100 yard touchdown runs, 
mystical moments of perfection, and the thousand might-have- 
beens of athletic careers nipped in the bud by irrevocably torn 
ligaments, nasty coaches or unappreciative professional scouts. 


When the word goes out that a member is falling out his work-a- 


day rut, engaging in secret morning jogs or clandestine 
calisthenics in the bathroom in front of the mirror, popping his 
biceps for some imaginary girl on the beach, the group confronts 
the member with a six pack and a discussion about his fall from 
virtue. Through mutual commiseration, reinforced by protruding 
beer bellies, the group tries to retrieve the errant member from his 
headlong plunge back into his jockstrap. 


No account was given on the radio about the success of this 


group. Certainly, it's an admirable effort and one that should be 
imitated in every city and town, hamlet and home Even one ex- 
athlete saved from himself would be worth the effort, both for the 
man and those who know him 


There is nothing worse than watching an ex-jock trying to get 


back in shape. The puffy red face and agonized wheezing after two 
laps around the track, even cutting the corners, adds another note 
of sadness to an already overburdened world. 


And it is painful to see the futile look of despair on the face of a 


human being clutching the folds of sedentary life hanging off his 
hips, hating the epidermic handles of the good life that refuse to 
vanish after 20 sit-ups and trunk-bends 


Of course, the physical upheaval is nothing compared with the 


psychological transformation that accompanies this sad syndrome. 
It's no simple thing to regress to the adolescent state of mind while 
remaining faithful to one's wife and family and car payments. 


At 15, one doesn't have to explain to his peers or his girlfriend 


why he's faking left and driving right, hour after hour on the 
basketball court He doesn't have to explain standing before the 
mirror perfecting Manchal's pickoff move to first or Namath's 
scamper into the pocket. But at 35, it looks a little queer and it takes 
quite a mind to justify the whole thing. 


It alsc takes a good mind to carry on through the storm of 


slander and verbal abuse emanating from barroom associates, 
intimations of marital problems, job failure, ego deficiencies, non- 
conformist tendencies or worse. 


As a result of all this radical activity, the ex-athlete tends to get 


defensive about his athletic career, justifying his weird doings in 
the light of some higher principle. He also exhibits a propensity for 
stomach grabbing and condescending backslapping to his beer- 
drinking, indolent friends who want nothing more than to discuss 
the decline and fall of the good old days 


Once begun, the athletic revival is hard to stop, leading 


inexorably to estranged friendships, angry wives, sore feet, aching 
lungs, tired blood, oil of wintergreen, sauna baths and Little 
League coaching assignments.

With the present day environmental problems being exposed 


and discussed, we notice that many of the people are not informed 
as to exact causes for the depletion of a resource. Reasons for this 
can be many Probably the most prominent reason would be that to 
explain say, why water pollution kills fish would take us into • very 
complex pile up of scientific data only leading the layman back to 
where he started. 


With regard to our fishing waters, there are so many things 


ihat alter conditions that it would take more than my alloted lines 
to explain fully but briefly I would like to attempt to show you just 
what the causes that kill rivers such as our beautiful Sacramento. 
At this point I might add in short that it's a shame that our public 
agencies have not fulfilled their obligations in informing the public 
on what is going on with regard to water pollution. 


As we have mentioned before, we have three main types of 


pollution: ORGANIC, IN-ORGANIC, and THERMAL. Organic is 
the undesirable algae and weed growths usually in our case caused 
by sewage, etc. In-organic is more the toxic pollution caused by 
mainly industrial wastes, pesticides and the like. Thermal pollution 
is caused by the overheating of water and here in our case an 
example of same would be the clear cutting of timber, road con- 
struction where stream drainages and beds are affected by 
overexposure to sunlight and siltation. Another example of thermal 
pollution is atomic energy power plants which increase water 
temps greatly. 


A good example of the activities of man is the Klamath River. 


True there is no industrial discharge at all into this fine river. 
However, it was almost ruined in the 1964 Hood. How? The heavy 
water flows that year washed tons of loose pumice type soil into the 
river bottom caused from clear cutting of timber. The inert solids 
filled the river bottom smothering all aquatic life and spawning 
areas for years. Pollution'' Yes! 


Probably the most important items we are concerned with as 


fishermen are the ways in which wastes or polluting agents affect 
the waters we fish. They are: 


1. Lowering of dissolved oxygen 
2. Causing toxicity 
3. Increasing turbity 
4. Depositing settlable solids 
5. Extreme Ph changes 
6. Increasing temperatures 
7. Tainting of fish flesh 
8. Nurturing of undesirable growths 


As an example of one affect to a fish we can note that a brown 


trout will die in about 20 minutes in water 70 degrees and over with 
only a 0.20 parts per million dosage of increased toxicity to the 
water. One can see here or even through his past experience on the 
streams and lakes where he likes to fish, that proper temperatures 
are vital to good trout habitat. 


So, here we are right down plump in the middle of the activities 


of man trying to solve our miserable problems of pollution. Always 
we project the blame to some other cause but really it's ours. Ours 
because we neglected to act or detect. We failed to inform and 
accept the inevitable. We have been doing more taking from nature 
man giving back. I think the creator at this point might be a bit teed 
off. Don't you? You good fishermen can do your share now by 
giving something back to nature. It's for you to find out how.

pollution ORGANIC, IN-ORGANIC, and THERMAL Organic is 
the undesirable algae and weed .growths usually In our case caused 
by sewage, etc In-organic is more the toxic pollution caused by 
mainly industrial wastes, pesticides and the like Thermal pollution 
is caused by the overheating of water and here in our case an 
example of same would be 'the clear cutting of timber, road con­ 
struction where stream drainages and beds are affected by 
overexposure to sunlight and siltation.

Guidelines 
Approved

The Tehama County Com- 


prehensive Health Planning 
Association met Tuesday night 
in a public hearing and ap- 
proved guidelines for im- 
plementing Assembly Bill 1340. 


This bill, passed by the 1MB 


legislature, makes regional and 
county comprehensive health 
planning councils responsible 
for the approval of hospital 
licensure. 
The 
guidelines 


established the procedure for 
application for new construction 
or change in licensure category 
of both acute and long-term 
hospitals and nursing homes. 


"The local health planning 


association," according to 
President Zack Farmer, "upon 
receiving an application, must 
hold public hearings of the 
proposed project and make 
recommendations as to whether 
the project should be approved 
for licensure or not." 


According to the guidelines, 


the recommendations of the 
local councils will be submitted 
to the Superior California 
Comprehensive Health Planning 
Association, a regional body 
composed of the 12 counties of. 
northeastern California. SC-' 
CHPA then must make a 
decision as to whether the 
license shall be approved or not. 
If the applicant is turned down, 
he has the right of appeal 
through another comprehensive 
health planning agency in 
California. If his appeal fails, 
the applicant has one further 
course of action, he may simply 
wait 12 months and 'ben go 
ahead with hie origin il plans 
without anybody's approval. If 
he does so, however, he must be 
willing to forfeit Medi-Cal 
payments and forego any 
federal or state financing or loan 
insurance. 


Bill Metteer, chairman of the 


health facilities committee of 
the Tehama County Association, 
said, "This is the first time that 
health planners have had any 
teeth in their actions, and this is 
the first time that health 
planners have had statutory 
authority to guide the planning 
and delivery of health care 
services." He added, "Too 
many hospital beds is as bad as 
having too few. If we should 
build more beds than we need, 
we are placing an unnecessary 
burden on the already over- 
taxed supply of health man- 
power." 


Farmer noted, "It's about 


time that people had some say 
about the quantity and quality of 
health care services available to 
them. Assembly Bill 1340 is a 
step in the right direction by 
giving the people of Tehama 
County the authority to say 
when, where, and if, additional 
hospital beds are needed." 


School To 
Be Closed 


MEADOW VALLEY (AP) — 


The white, one-room school in 
this high Sierra Valley is going 
to be boarded up after 100 years, 
and its teacher, 65-year-old 
DeVeta Johnson, says "I'll be 
very sad." 


"Come next September, when 


it's time for the old school bell to 
ring, I'll be like the old fire horse 
straining at the harness," said 
Mrs. Johnson, who will retire. 


The school district, concerned 


for the safety of the aging wood 
frame structure and the high 
cost of educating its pupils, 
voted unanimously to abandon 
the school. 


The six boys and seven girls 


who ride in by bus every day will 
be taken eight miles farther 
down a twisty mountain road to 
Quincy, a town of a few hundred 
that boasts a modern school. 


Mrs. Johnson, a short, plump 


woman who wears skirts to mid- 
calf, says her small school 
provides a unique brand of 
education in a rapidly changing 
world. 
"The children learn quite a bit 


of independence working on 
their own," she said. "They 
learn sharing and helping each 
other, and a child in the lower 
grades hears the upper grades 
recite. 


The school board ordered the 


school closed after it was told it 
costs 12,000 to educate a child 
here, compared to $700 a year in 
Quincy. 


The present structure was 


built in 1914 to replace one built 
in the 18708. 


There is a move among 


Meadow Valley parents to save 
the school, but Mrs. Johnson, 
who has taught here eight years, 
IMS decided to retire.

Republican, O'Connor has at- 
tacked "as hypocritical, an 
administration and legislature 
which have increased property 
taxes over one billion two 
hundred million dollars while 
pretending to reduce it under 


A.B.80, the phony tax reform 
measure of 1966." 


"The goal of fair taxation is 


not reached," O'Connor stated, 
"by simply seeking more 
sophisticated ways to pick the 
same worn pockets. The small 
home-owner and wage earner 
have been picked clean. It is 
time that the enormously 
wealthy special interests were 
given the opportunity to support 
the Government and not just 
their favorite politician." 


O'Connor pointed out that 


seventy-five billion dollars in 
stocks and probably half again 
as much in Treasury Notes and 
Bonds, Certificates of Deposit, 
and other debentures, as well as 
untold billions in Deeds of Trust 
held in large part by huge 
corporate investors, pay not one 
cent in property taxes, while the 
homeowner, small wage earner 
and small farmer collapse under 
the demands of government.

Board of Equalization, O'Connor 
emphasized that rules and 
regulations "designed by the 
special interests, for the special 
interests, must go."

state wide tax reforms "which 
will make tax equalization a 
reality instead of a cruel hoax." 


In addition to leading the 


state-wide initiative battle, Mr. 
O'Connor has appeared before 
legislative committees, the 
Board of Equalization, tax 
payers groups, and on television 
and radio to urge that "without 
this First Priority, True Tax 
Equalization, we might as well 
forget the other priorities — we 
can't afford them " 


O'Connor served four years 


during World War II as a First 
Lieutenant with the Eighth Air 
Force in the European Theatre. 


Before becoming Assessor of

1 
Thursday, focusing attention on 
a ballot proposition that has 
been overshadowed in public 
discussion.

Prop, i would allow the state 


to sell $246.3 million in bonds to 
build new medical facilities for 
the University of California. The 
main purpose of the new 
facilities would be to train 
doctors, 
nurses, 
dentists, 


pharmacists, veterinarians and 
public health specialists. 


They would be constructed at 


UC campuses in Davis, San 
Francisco,

Berkeley, Irvine and San Diego. 


Proponents say the state 


already has a shortage of 
trained people in these fields 
and the cost of training them 


will only go up. Moreover, the 
cost of not training them would 
be even higher. 


The proposition lias broad 


support 
from 
medical 


associations 
and 
leaders 


throughout the state as well as 
from Assembly Speaker Robert 
T. Monagan, R-Tracy, and Sens. 
Howard Way, R-Exeter, and 
Stephen P. Teale, D-West Point. 


The three legislators argue 


that the new medical facilities 
will be needed just to keep 
California health care at the 
present standard. 


To maintain the present ratio 


of doctors 
to people, 
for 


example, the state must train 
1,600 new doctors a year. The 
present ratio is one doctor for 
every 660 persons By 1979, the 
annual need is expected to be 
more than 2,000. 


Part of the plan is to establish 


two new medical colleges in 
Davis and San Diego. In ad- 
dition, the California College of 
Medicine would be made part of 
UC Irvine and existing medical 


colleges in Los Angeles and San 
Francisco would be improved. 


So far, opposition to Prop. 1 


has not been very vocal or very 
organized, but opponents have 
generally attac .ed it on the 
basis of its cost. 


Sen. 
H. L. Richardson, R- 


Arcadia, urges voters to turn the 
measure down because it would 
be another debt, "no matter how 
worthy it sounds." 


Richardson says the new 


facilities should only be built if 
they can be paid for without 
borrowing A "pay as you go" 
policy, says Richardson, "would 
force 
the 
University 
of 


California system to cut frills in 
order to provide money for 
essential programs. 


Richardson does not deny the 


need for the new facilities. 


Proponents have pointed out 


that the cost of facilities would 
actually be more than the bond 
issue, but the federal govern- 
ment would contribute another 
$120 million and other expenses 
would be paid without the need 
to borrow.

Prop l would allow the state 
to sell $246.3 million in bonds to 
build new medical facilities for 
the University of California. The

pharmacists, veterinarians and 
public health specialists. 


They would be constructed at 
UC cam puses in Davis, San

P roponents say the state 
already has a shortage of 
trained people in these fields 
and the cost of training them 


will only go up Moreover, the 
cost of not training them would 
be even higher 
The proposition lias

and 
leaders 
throughout the state as well as 
from Assembly Speaker Robert 
T. Monagan, R-Tracy, and Sens. 
Howard Way, R-Exeter, and 
Stephen P. Teale, D-West Point. 


The three legislators argue 
that the new medical facilities 
will be needed just to keep 
California health care at the 
present standard. 


To maintain the present ratio

example, the state must train 
1,600 new doctors a year. The 
present ratio is one doctor for 
every 660 persons By 1979. the 
annual need is expected to be 
more than 2,000 
Part of the plan is to establish 
two new medical colleges in 
Davis and San Diego. In ad­ 
dition, the California College of 
Medicine would be made part of 
UC Irvine and existing medical 


colleges in Los Angeles and San 
Francisco would be improved. 
So far, opposition to Prop 1 
lias not been very vocal or very 
organized, but opponents have 
generally attae'.ed it on the 
basis of its cost. 
Sen. H. L. Richardson, R- 
Arcadia, urges voters to turn the 
measure down because it would 
be another debt, “no matter how 
worthy it sounds.”

Six Tehama County school 


districts have received an in- 
crease in their Title I grant of 
$23,687 
from 
the 
federal 


government for the fiscal year 
ending June 10, 1970. 


According to Louis Bosetti, 


Director of Title I, this brings 
the total Cooperative Title I 
grant to $90,424 which is 
allocated to the following school 
districts:

Plum Valley has a 
consulting service in reading 
and math.

The Assembly voted 67-1 


Thursday for a measure by 
Assemblyman William Ket- 
chum, R-Paso Robles, to clear 
the records of state prison in- 
mates of nonfelony traffic of- 
fenses which were outstanding 
at the time they were arrested. 


Shasta College trustees ap- 


proved the formation of a 
Division of Nursing and Health 
Occupations in their regular 
Board meeting. This will 
become the eighth college 
division. 


In submitting the plan, Dr. 


Gilbert A. Collyer, district 
superintendent-president, 
pointed 
out 
that 
college 


guidelines call for a minimum of 
ten teachers in allied subjects in 
the formation of a division. "We 
now have eleven full-time and a 
number of part-time instructors 
in the health and nursing 
programs," he said. 


Dean of Vocational Services, 


Lloyd Livingston, currently 
director of the health and 
nursing programs, said that the 
rapid growth of allied health 
programs and the fact that 
Redding is the health center for 
Northern 
California 
have 


brought about need for cen- 
tralizing the college programs. 


"It seems likely that we will 


have to develop more health 
related programs to meet 
demands," he said. "This will 
involve more planning and 
coordination." 


Dr. Collyer said that creation 


of the division will permit hiring 
of a division chairman in time 
for the 1970-71 school year. 


It was noted that in addition to 


centralized planning, this move 
will: 1. Provide hospital and 
other health agencies with only 
a 
single 
contact 
person 


representing college nursing 
and health programs; 2. Name a 
person to represent the college 
in relations with agencies in- 
volved with licensing and 
regulating the programs, and 3. 
Reduce the number of college 
advisory committees. 


It was noted that a number of 


other community colleges are 
discussing or moving toward 
this type or organization. 


Dr. Collyer has stated that this 


is one of the fastest growing 
instructional services provided 
by the college. 


The college now has seven 


divisions, plus a number of 
independent departments in the 
vocational and special services 
fields. Divisions are: Business 
Education, Language Arts, 
Creative Arts, Natural Science 
and Health and Physical 
Education, Social Science, and 
Occupational Training. 


The Trustees paid con- 


siderable attention to both 
statewide and paginal action 
currently aimed at resolving the 
problem of transfer of com- 
munity college students into 
state colleges. It was noted that 
on April 6 the Coordinating 
Council for Higher Education 
laid 
down 
policies 
and 


guidelines for dealing with this 
situation. 


Dr. Collyer explained that this 


new action makes clear that all 
state colleges and universities 
should admit all qualified junior 
college and upper division 
transfer students before all 
other applicants. 


"We hope this will help us 


work out problems met by our 
students at Humboldt State 
College which offers specialized 
programs in such fields as 
forestry and fish and game 
management not widely offered 
in other state institutions," he 
said. 


He noted that Shasta College 


students have had no particular 


problems in transferring to 
Chico State and Sacramento 
State Colleges. 


Dr. Collyer noted that Region 


One of California Junior College 
Association, including Shasta 
College among nine community 
colleges, directed a protest to 
Humboldt College over its ad- 
mission policy. 


Trustee 
Irvm E. 
Toler 


reported that the Northeastern 
California Chamber of Com- 
merce consisting of units in the 
six northeast California counties 
also have strongly supported 
programs benefiting community 
college transfer students. 


It was also pointed out that 


other state legislation under 
consideration would increase 
state financial support of 
community colleges and permit 
junior college districts to change 
to 
a 
community 
college 


category. Shasta College is now 
designated as a junior college. 


The Trustees adopted 
a 


resolution supporting state 
legislation to change the title 
from "junior" 10 "community" 
college.

Duchi is married and has two 
children.

tralizing the college programs. 
“ It seems likely that we will 
have to develop more health

Dr. Collyer said that creation 
of the division will permit hiring 
of a division chairman in time 
for the 1970-71 school year. 
It was noted that in addition to 
centralized planning, this move 
will; 1.

Creative Arts, Natural Science 
and

Social Science, and 
Occupational Training. 
The Trustees paid 
con­ 
siderable attention to both 
statewide and reginal action 
currently aimed at resolving the 
problem of transfer of com­ 
munity college students into 
state colleges.

bachelor’s

book full of numbers, a ledger, is 
just too much,” he said. ‘‘We 
portend to be peaceful, we are 
peaceful.” 
Of ms place in the mils, Case 
declared he “absolutely can 
imagine a satisfactory existence 
from babyhood through old age 
here on this Diace” or one like it. 
‘"‘We’re trying, to keep our 
hearts in the right place and our 
heads in the right place. We’re 
trying to build a security for the 
time when our backs are old and 
tired,” he said, “If you have a 
bunch of people who care for 
you, then they can see when 
your back is tired and they’ll tell 
you to go and rest, you’ve 
earned the right.” He spoke of 
old age as the time of wisdom 
and understanding, and of youth 
us the' time of learning,. 
One of the key thing: he has 
learned, he Mia, is that, “people 
have to be able to accept a 
man's heart and not look at his 
face. That’s absolutely essential 
if man i* to work together.” 
And, more than in any other 
place, he said, he has found that 
acceptance in Tehama County. 
“Red Bluff is beautiful,” he 
emphasized. “It’s one of the few 
places in this country where I’ve 
come to where people are ac­ 
tually friendly. The place is full 
of practicing Christians.”

Gilbert A. Collyer, district 
superintendent - president. 
pointed 
out 
that 
college 
guidelines call for a minimum of 
ten teachers in allied subject* in 
the formation of a diviaion “We 
now 'have eleven full-time and a 
number of part-time instructors 
in the health and nursing 
programs,” he said. 
Dean of Vocational Services. 
Lloyd Livingston, currently 
director of the health and 
nursing programs, said that the 
rapid growth of allied health 
programs and 'the1 fact that 
Redding is the health center for 
Northern 
California 
have 
brought about need for cen­ 
tralizing the college programs. 
“It seems likely that we will 
have to develop more health 
related programs to meet 
demands,” he Mid “This will 
involve more planning and 
coordination.” 
Dr. Collyer Mid that creation 
of the division will permit hiring 
of a division chairman in time 
tor the 1970-71 school year 
It was noted that in addition to 
centralized planning, this move 
will: 1. Provide hospital and 
other health agencies with only 
a 
single 
contact 
person 
representing college nursing 
and health programs ; 2. Name a 
person to represent the college 
in relations with agencies in­ 
volved with licensing and 
regulating the programs, and 3, 
Reduce the number of college 
advisory committees 
It was noted that a number of 
other community colleges are 
discussing or moving toward u 
this type or organization 
Dr. Collyer has stated that this 
is one of the fastest growing 
instructional services provided 
by the college 
The college now has seven 
divisions, plus a number of 
independent departments in the 
vocational and special services 
fields Divisions are: Business 
Education, Language Arts, 
Creative Arts, Natural Science 
and 
Health 
and 
Physical 
Education. Social Science, and 
Occupational Training 
The Trustees paid 
con­ 
siderable attention to both 
statewide and reginal action 
currently aimed at resolving the 
problem of transfer of com­ 
munity college students into 
state colleges It was noted that 
on April 6 the Coordinating 
Council for Higher Education 
laid 
down 
policies 
and 
guidelines for dealing with this 
situation. 
Dr. Collyer explained that this 
new action makes clear that all 
state colleges and universities 
should admit all qualified junior 
- college and upper division 
transfer students before all 
other applicants. 
“We hope this will help us 
work out problems met by our 
students at Humboldt State 
College which offers specialized 
programs in such fields as 
forestry and fish and game 
management not widely offered 
in other state institutions,” he 
Mid.
